Now here is recipe for bara brith (currant 
bread), The ingredients are: Sib. flour, Nb. 
Jard, Ylb, brown sugar, 1b. sultanas, 1b. cur- 
rants, 2oz. candied peel, loz. yeast, 1 teaspoonful 
galt, Yj, tenypoonful nutmeg, 3 eggs and warm 
milk to mix. a . 

Put flour into a basin. and rub in the lard, 
then ‘add all the dry ingredients. Put the yeast, 
a little sugar ‘and ‘a tablespoonful of warm milk 
in a small bowl and’ stand in a warm place for a 
Sew minutes to dissalve, Add to the dry in- 
gredients together with the well-beaten cggs and 
sufficient warm mille to make a soft dough. 

: Cover and put ina warm place to rise for 
-aboit two hours. When risen” sufficiently, put 
- into two well-greased tins and let it rise for an- 

other half hour in a warm place. Bake in a hot 
oven for twenty minutes, then lower the heat and 
bake for two hours, 


My Own Idea 


I myself would make this bread in the usual 
method for currant bread mixtures, namely, 
after’ dissolving the yeast and sugar in warm 
milk, add a third of the flour and enough warm 
milk to make a loose batter (between 34, and 1 
pint milk), bent it - well and stand it ina warm 
place for an hour to rise. Then ] would add the 
melted (but cool) lard, mix it well in, then the 
remaining flour, kneading all lightly together. 
‘Add the fruit and, - finally, the beaten eggs. 
rave always found that this method makes a 
better-textured “yeust” cake. ; 

Welsh gingerbread is delicious. I have made 
it. I suggest you try it for yourselves. I used 
black treacle. You could omit the caraway seeds. 
The cake is excellent without them. ,

The soldier, with clothing, arms, 
and equipment, now carries 411b, 
which enables him to be active and 
mobile in action and is a welcome 
change to those who remember the 
terrible overlonding during the war, 
which brought the weight up to 
something between 70 and 80tb.

POET DEAD 


Gabriele D'Annunzio, 
_ Hero Of Fiume 


s Rome, Mar. 1. 

The famous Italinn poct, novellst, 
dramatist and patriot, Gubriele 
D'Annunzlo, Prince of Montenevoso, 
died here to-night at 8 o'clock, at 
the age of 74.--United Press. 

Gabriele D'Annunzio was created a 
Prince in 1024. Born ‘at Pescara In 
1804, he was the son of the Duchessa 
Marla Gallese di Roma, He was 
educated at the College of Prato in 
Tuscany and later at the University 
of Rome. . 

In 1898 he became a member of 
the Itallan. Chamber, and he served 
during the European War from 1915 
to 1018, belng wounded. 

His first publication ‘was “Primo 
Vere’ in 1880, and from that time 
until his death he was o most pro- 
Yiflc writer, and became among the 
foremost of pocts, novelists- and 
dramatists in Europe. 

Gabricle d'Annunzio was regarded 
by his friends as an adventurer and 
a man of exotic tastes although the 
world knew him as the hero of 
Flume. Undoubtedly he was Italy's 
vest known eccentric. . 

Historians of modern Italy believe 
the strange little poct who lost his 
right eye during the World War 
could havo led a succcsstul March on 
Rome in 1919. In fact, many of 
Fascism’s principles first were put 
into practice by d@’Annunzilo and his 
Fiume followers. At the time he 
occupied Flume the Itallan govern- 
ment was weak and the nation ready 
for n change as it was when Musso- 
lin! ordered his legions to capture 
the Eternal City. 

D’Annunzio lost his right eye 
while returning from oa daring oerial 
bombardment of the Trieste ship~ 


yards. . 

In 1928 he completed his novel 
titled “The Comrade Without Eye 
Lashes.” ‘ 

Working for eight years, he com- 
pleted another .novel in 1035 titled 
“One Hundred and a Hundred and a 
Hundred -and a Hundred Pages of 
the Secret Book of Guabricle 
d’Annunzto Who Is Now Tempted to 
Dic,” The book, like a great 
majority of d'Annunzio's works, was 
immediately placed on the Index by 
the Catholic Church, 

LAST LETTER TO PRESS

According to a Reuter message, 
Gubticie D’Annunzio died at his home 
at Lake Garda, where he had lived 
in relirement since 1930. His last 
public pronouncement was 0 lctter to 
the Minister of Propaganda, published 
In the Italian press yesterday, in 
which he announced he had con- 
structed a private cinema show of 
silent films as , he “abominated

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LEAGUE STILL 
HAS FRIENDS 


In spite of all its failures and 
the hard words said against it, 
even despite the latest blow to 
its prestige delivered by: Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, the League 
of Nations still holds for many 
people the only promise of last- 
ing security. And ‘oddly enough 
it is among the nations, very 
often, who have been most luke- 
warm towards the League in the 
past that the strongest defence 
is now discerned. In the United 
States, for instance, there is an 
apparently growing tendency to 
support League’ principles. And 
in spite of all its buffetings, the 
League’s name still seems to be 
remembered -in Austria and 
Hungary, Poland and Rumania 
and_other_of_the_so-called_lesser_ 
states. China, too, clings to the 
belief that the League’s cause is 
just and sane and practical. 


It would be as well to recall, 
at this stage, that Mr. Chamber- 
lain has not abandoned the 
League ideal. He has merely 
reached the’ conclusion that 
the League, as at present 
constituted, is no longer a sure 
means of preserving  inter- 
national law. He has left the 
friends of the League with the 
impression that he has aban- 
doned only for the moment the 
peace-preserving machinery . at 
Geneva and that, when the time 
is opportune, he will do what he 
can to put it into running order, 
and possibly supply some of the 
essential parts of the mechanism 
which have .been worn out. or 
were lacking in efficiency from 
the beginning.

Sir Julian Pauncefote was 
born on September 13, 1828 at 
Preston Court, Gloucestershire, 
although some accounts state 
that his birthplace was. Munich,

He was educated at Marl- 
borough College and later was 
sent by his father to Paris and 
Geneva in order to finish his 
cducation, The young man 
early decided upon the: law ag 
his profession and at the age of 
twenty-four was. called to the 
Bar’ at. the Inner Temple. 
Shortly after receiving hls appoint- 
ment he served as Secretary to Sir 
William Molesworth, unt}! the lat- 
ter's death in October, 1855. During 
the next six or seven yeurs he prac- 
tised Inw in London, but finding his 
profession neither congenial nor 
lucrative, decided {o come. out to 
Hongkong, where he arrived carly in 


“SEVENTH HEAVEN” 


Hongkong in those days was in 
every way the “Seventh Heaven" 
for an enterprising lawyer; for the 
Colony literally seethed with litiga- 
tion, and the inhabitants were wont 
to settle their disputes in Court 
‘nuch__more__than__they_do— now, 
Moreover, the different ractal com- 
munitics retained their anding 
counsels and some of these, like Sir 
John Smale, made a regular “gold 
mine” out of such a fortuitous cir- 
cumstanee. 


Pauncefote prospered in his prac- 
tice here and speedily became known 
ns one of the shrewdest members of 
the legal profession, At length, on 
May 13, 1885, he was uppointed by 
the then Governor, Sir R. G. Mac- 
Donnell, as acting Attorney-General 
and a member of the Legislative 
Council. The appolntment was 
temporary, but so well did he carry 
out the duties of the oMlee that on 
July 21, 1866, he was designated: nas 
@ pernrinent appolnice, 


DID NOT HIT IT OFF 


In his capacity as Attorney- 
General, it must be sald that Paunce- 
fote did not get along any too well 
with the Chief Justice, Sir John 
Smale. The reasons were obvious, 
Sir John Smale was adamant in his 
stand against gambling, opium and 
vice, and was especially opposed 
to the first named, which he rightly 
considered as the “hand-maiden of 
every concelvable brand of crinte." 
However, regardless) of Smale's 
efforts, — gamblin was formally 
licenced by the Hongkong Govern- 
ment in 1867, and it {fs Probably true 
that much of the success In passing 
this bit of legislation was due in no 
small measure to the efforts of Sir 
Jullan Pauncefote, who was “stand- 
ing counsel to the licensees of the 
gambling establishments.” 


Sir Jullan, however, was diploma- 
tic cnough net to permit his: stand 
on this question to Injure him polltl- 
cally, and whilst Sir John Smale did 
not mince matters when it came to 
expressing: himself upon his opposl- 
tion to licensed gambling, the two 
men, after thelr preliminary bout of 
splenetic disagreement was over, let

BECAME CHIEF JUSTICE 


On October 7, 1872, Slr Julfan 
was appointed -acting Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and would in 
duce course. have been  sinted to 
assume the office permanently, batt 
it not been for the fact that hla stay 
in the Colony was fated shortly to 
terminate with his appointment aos 
Chief Justice to the: Leewurd Islands.

On December 2, 1873, a compli- 
mentary dinner was given .by ‘some 
seventy of his friends and admirers 
in the City Hall on the occasion of 
his impending departure, The 
Governor, Sir Arthur E. Kennedy, 
occupied the chair and in proposing 
Str Julian’s health said. in’ part: 
“Hongkong though a young Colony, 
had sent forth many ‘eminent men, 
and the Jlast of them now was a 
Chief Justice and this was not an 
honour lightly bestowed and judging 
from the numbers here to-night 
thelr guest had ‘not: laboured in 
vain.” 

Earlier on the same day the Legis- 
lative Council passed a vote of 
thanks for his valuable assistance 
to that body, and.on December 4, 
he sailed for the Leeward Islands. 


SERIES OF PROMOTIONS 


From thence onward, the record 
of his career is a steady scrics of 
promotions; for after hly return to 
England in 1874, he became appoint- 
ed legal adviser to the Colonial 
OMice and, concurrently in 1876, uct- 
ed In the same capacity for the 
Foreign Office, 


At length, in 1882, he was 
nominated Permanent Under-Secre- 
tary_of State_and_in_1885,.served-as 
a Delegate to the Suez Canal Inter- 
national Commission. 


His greatest appointment came In 
1889, when he was designated by 
Lord Salisbury as British Minister 
to Washington, For his efforts in 
settling the Bering Se fishery dis- 
pute with the United States, Queen 
Victorin bestowed upon him the 
Grand Cross of the Bath. 


Later, in the momentous negotia- 
tions in regard to the question of the 
Venezuelan boundary, which brought 
England and the United Stutes to 
the verge of war owing to the belli= 
cose attitude of President Cleveland, 
Sir Jullan was to further distinguish 
himself. 


History records the successful 
settlement of the dispute, and much 
credit Is due to Sir Jullan, whose 
calm and courteous attitude did 
much to avert an open breach be- 
tween the two great English speak- 
ing nations, . : ae 


DOYEN OF CORPS 


In 1893, when the British Legation 
at Washington was raised to the 
status of an Embassy, Sir Julian be- 
came Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentlary to the United States. 
His age “(he was sixty-flve at the 
time) made him the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps. : 


‘ The eminent services of the aging 
diplomat were rewarded in 1899, by 
Her Majesty, who raised him. to the 
pecrage, creating him Baron Paunte- 
fote of Preston, .

Scientific Discoveries Tend 
To Prove Story Of Lost 
Atlantis May Be True 


By Hillier Kricghbaum 


Washington, Feb. 15. 


The romantic story of 
Atlantis — the — wealthy, 

opulous continent that fell 
into the Atlantic Ocean— 
has received scientific con- 
firmation in a report to the 
Geological Society of 
America. ; 


Dr. W. H. Bradley of the U.S. 
Geological Survey said that 11 
cores of sediment taken from 
the bottom of the Atlantic tend- 
ed to show that fantastic tale of 
Atlantic’ was truc. ‘Scientists 
long have doubted the story of. 
a-land of culture dropping into 
the sca might be true. 


But Dr. Bradley told an assembly 
of geologists that samples of occan 
bottom ooze showed submarine flows 
of-volcanic- rockon the eastern side 
nearest to Europe, These lava flows 
occurred tens,of thousands of years 
ago—relatively, recent in geological 
time, : 


Dr. Bmdley said that.only a thin 
layer of sediment appeared on top 
of the volcanic rock layer, indicating 
that the Inva was of far more re- 
cent orlgin than samples from the 
western side of the Atlantic, In these 
cores from the western Atlantle, 
sediment laid down through 
aun estimated . 200,000 years gave 
geologists ‘a pictorial story of the 
four ice ages. : 


THREE MILES BELOW 


. The cores from the possible site of' 


Atlantis came from locations three 
miles under the surface in some 
places, Two definitely showed that 
a gigantle voleanic disturbance had 


taken place -tens of thousands of|° 


years ago. Geologists explained that 
the collapse of the supposed Atlan- 
tis could have been caused by just 
euch a volcanic upheaval whicr 
caused. the lund to vanish into the 
sea, 


Additional cores taken near the 
European shore showed that the 
underlying structure there was the 
same ns that obtained from, the 
depths of the east Atlantic Occan. 

Geologists sald that final confirma- 
tlon of the story of Atlantis . will 
have to walt until additional cores 
can be obtained. They - sald that 
these new cdres should be taken 
from -the cast Atlantie beyond the 
mid-Atlantle ridge which piles up 
to within a mile of the occan’s sur- 
face naa gigantic underwater moun- 
tain range and sepnrates the west 
Atlantic depths from those of the 
cast Atlantic, . 


Dr. Bradley onid that the minute 
examination of the cores by six 
experts in various fields showed that 
there. were occan currents cven a5 
deep as three miles. His report up- 
set previous theorles that waves ond 
currents extend only a few hundred 
fect from the water’s surface—

lard, Y4lb. brown sugar, Ib, sultanas, 1b. cur- 
rants, 20z, candied peel, 10z. yeast, 1 teaspoonful 
galt, J4 teaspoonful nutmeg, 3 eggs and warm 
milk to mix. ° ’ : 
Put flour into.a basin, and rub in the lard, 
then add ‘all the dry ingredients. Put the yenst, 
a little suger und a tablespoonful of warm milk 
in a small bowl and stand in a warm place for a 
few minutes to - dissolve. “Add to the dry. in- 
gredients together with the well-beaten eggs and 
sufficient warm milk to make a soft dough. . 
Cover and put: in a -warm place to-rise for 
about two hours. When risen sufliciently,; put 
into two well-greased ting and let it rise for an- 
‘other half hour jn a warm place. Bake in a hot 
oven for twenty minutes, then lower the heat and 
bake for two: hours, 


My Own Idea 


I myself would make this bread in the usuat 
method for currant bread mixtures, namely, 
after dissolving. the yeast and sugar in warm 
milk, add a third of the flour and cnough warm 
mille to make 2 loose batter (between 34 and 1 
pint milk), beat it well and stand it ina warm 
place for an hour to rise. Then I would add the 
melted (but cool) lard, mix it well in, then the 
remaining flour, kneading all lightly together. 
Add the fruit and, finally, the beaten eggs. I 
have’ always found that this method makes a 
better-textured sree pane:

STARCHING TEA’ CLOTHS — 


Tea cloths soon become a_ bad 
colour unless they are given a little 
extra attention. ; 

An easy and successful way of 
keeping them white is to wash them 
in the usual way, wring fairly dry, 
then fold in half, sprinkle with soap 
flakes, and roll up for an hour and 
then washing the scap out before 
hanging up to dry. 

Any. cloths which are apt-to leave 
bits of fluff upon glass may be com- 
pletely “cured” of this tendency if 
they ore finally rinsed through a 
very thin solution of’ starch before 
being dried. They give an excelient 
polish to glass and china if treated 
in this manner.

Hearlng of the remuneration claim 
for $616.33. brought by Mr. Francis 
Yeo ogainst four prominent. locat 
Chinese residents, tn connection with 
the sale of Chinese National Salvation 
bonds, was continued before Mr. 
Justice R.- E, Lindselt.at‘the Sum- 
mary. Court this morning, after .an 
adjournment of nearly o month. 

Defendants were Hon, Sir Shou- 
son Chow, Mr.. Kan Torg-po, Mana- 
ger of thé Bank of East Asia, Mr, Li 
Sing-kui, Chairman of the Chinese 
‘Chamber of Commerce, and Mr, Shou 
3. Chen, Manoger of .the Bank of 
Chino. They were stated ta have 
been delegated by the Chinese 
Government to'take charge of the 
sole of “Salvation bonds” in Hong- 
kong. . . 

Sir Shou-son Chow ‘and Mr. Chen 
brought a counter-claim for damages 
in the sum of $385 by reason of 
plaintiff's alleged breach of duty in 
authorising or procuring the printing 
of 10,000 posters, : 

Mr. M. A. da Silva appeared for 
plaintifS Sir Shou-son Chow and 
Mr. Chen were represented by Mr, 
Peter H. Sin, while Mr. C. ¥. Kwan 
was for the other two defendants. 


PLAINTIFF'S STORY 


At the’ previous hearing, plaintiff 
alleged he was ‘engaged: by defen- 
dants to conduct an advertising cam- 
paign in respect of the sale of the 
bonds at a remuneration of $200 a 
month, commencing from November 
1 last..-Ou November 15, defendants 
wrongfully terminated the employ~- 
ment ond refused to engage him any 
longer. His claim was made.up of 
remuneration due from November 1 
to December 14 and from December 
15 to March 31, 1938, when the cam- 
palgn was to have ended. 


In reply to Mr. Sin, plaintiff stated. 


this morning that when Mr. Ngan 
Shing-kwan, Manager ‘of the China 
Motorbus Co., took away some of the 
posters from his office. he understood 
he was golng to put them up in his 
buses. Subsequently, he wrote o 
Jetter to Mr. Ngan thanking him for 
his co-operation. He did not remem- 
ber, but it might have been possible, 
that he sent a Ietter to Mr. Ngan 
asking him for an interview. 


NO FIXED SALARY 


There was no fixed remuneration’ 


prior to November 1, but hoe was 
given to understand that he was to 
receive substantial compensation for 
his service at the end of the. cam- 
paign. The total amount he drew 
from the fourth defendant was 
$012.36, including his personal allow- 
ances of $350, 

Mr. Sin: On October 18 you wrote 
a letter to Mr, Chen hinting that your 
personal allowance be Increased from 
$100 to $150?—Yes, but there were 
other proposals mentioned in the 
letter. 
_ And. Mr,_Chen, retortes_by_ saying 
that when you offered your services 
no reference was made of any sub- 
stantial remuneration.

On August 26, a lengthy letter was 
received from plaintiff, sugresting 
idens-for-the-campatgn=— He-did-not™ 
Pay much attention to it, and later 
plaintl® saw him again when the 
ideas mentloned in the letter were 
discussed. No promise of any salary 
was then given and on September 3 
another Ictter was received from 
plaint!f, again offering his help for 
China, 

Upon receipt of this letter, he dis- 
cusscd the matter with his colleagues 
on the committee, In conscquence of 
which he wrote to plaintiff, accept- 
Ing his services.. Plaintiff com- 
menced to work on- September 10, 
and up to that’ time no question of 
allowance or remuneration was men- 
tioned. A day before, however, 
plaintiff hihted to him that he had to 
take a car to town and that he needed 
some pocket moncy, though he was 
willing to work free.

D.M.S. Grateful 


“St. John Ambulance Brigade has’ 


done invaluable’ work during the 
present epidemic, especially by golng 
out among the people, and we do 
recognise with gratitude their excel- 
lent assistance in this respect. 
“There has been no definite ac- 
cusation of wastige of vaccine by 
this department, Nevertheless, it is 
a case that, if, we had continued to 
supply the Brigade with the huge 
quantities of vaccine requested, we 
would have been placed in a position 
of not being able -to cope with the 
abnormal requirements -of voluntary 
associations and this’ department. 
“Early last November we had suf- 
ficient stocks of: vaccine for more 


.| than -700,000 vaccinations, and these 


stocks were repienished cach month. 
Approximately 900,000 people have 
been vaccinated since October—over 
half, a million by our department 
and 300,000 by St, John Ambulance 
Brigade. 

“In view of the fact that the 
smallpox epidemic js definitely wan- 
ing, we do not consider that the 
large supplies glven to the Brigade 
in December, January and February 
should be repeated. 


Meet Requirements 


“The quantities we are now supply- 
ing—sufMficient to carrying out 15,000 
vaccinations weekly—should more 
than meet requirements. . 

-“Vacelnation this month Is not 
nearly as valuable as it would have 
been had it been carried out last 
-October-and-in-view- of -the-unneces-~ 
sarily large amounts used by St. 
John Ambulance Brigade In the three 
months, we find it necessary to in- 
stitute some system of control. 

“It should be remembered that the 
Medical Department has been by no 
means Idle during the epidemic and 
over half a millon free vaccinations 
have been carricd out at -our 26 
public dispensaries,” Dr. Valentine 
continued.

Gabriele D’Annunzio, 
’ “Hero Of Fiume 


Rome,. Mar. 1. 
The famous Italian poct, novelist, 
dramatist and patriot, Gabrielc 
D‘Annunzilo, Prince of Montenevoso, 
died here to-night at 8 o’clock,- at 
the oge of 74.—United Press. 


* Gabriele D'Annunzlo was created o 
Prince In.1924. Born at Pescara in 
1864, he was the son of the Duchessa 
Marla Gallese di “Roma. He was 
educated at the College of Prato in 
Tuscony and later at the University 
of Rome. 


In 1898 he became a member of 
the Itallan Chamber, and he served 
during the European War from 1915 
to 1018, being wounded. : 

His first publication was ‘Primo 
Vere” in 1880, und from that time 
until his death he was ‘a most pro- 
llfic writer, and became among the 
foremost of pocts, noveUsts “ and 
dramatists in Europe. 


Gabricle d'Annunzio was regarded 
by his friends as an adventurer and 
a man of exotic tastes although the 
world knew him as ‘the hero of 
Flume. Undoubtedly he was Haly's 
best Inown eccentric. 


Historlans of modern Italy believe 
the strange little poct who lost his 
right eye during the World War 
could have Ied a successful March on 
Rome in 1919. In fact, many of 
Fasclsm's principles first were put 
Into practice by d’Annunzio and his 
Fiume followers. At the time he 
occupied Fiume the Italian govern- 
ment was weal and the nation ready 
for a change as It was when Musso- 
lint ordered his legions to capture 
the Eternal City.

Colony Was 
Stepping-Stone | 
To High Office

AN appointment “to the Hongkong Civil Service ‘has 
been an important stepping-stone in the career of 
many an official in His Majesty's diplomatic service. 


It may bo truly said that almost every civil servant stationed 
here has been promoted to posts of.equal or superior rank in other 
parts of ‘the Empire, or has secured emolument and recognition 

for his successful carcer that have enabled him to settle down in 


well-earned retirement at home. 


Few, however, have come to the Colony on “their own” and, 
through sheer ability alone, obtained appointments which carry 


them as far or even farther than those who have 
service their career from their schooldays.

There was one interesting persotiality who, during the ‘sixties 
of the last century, forged for himself a memorable career whilst 
a resident here, He was Sir Julian Pauncefote, who rose from a 


struggling practice 
Attorney-General, Chief Justice, 
dor at Washington. 


Sir Julian Pauncefote was 
born on September 13, 1828 at 
Preston Court, Gloucestershire, 
although some accounts state 
that his birthplace was Munich, 
Bavaria. 


He was cducated 
borough College and tater 
sent by his father to Paris and 
Geneva in order to finish his 
cducation. The young man 
early decided upon the Jaw as 
his profession and at the age of 
twenty-four was called to .the 
Bar at the Inner Temple. 
Shortly after receiving his appoint- 
ment he served as Secretary to Sir 
William Molesworth, wntil the Jat- 
ter's denth Jn October, 1855. During 
the next six or seven years he prue- 
tised law in London, but finding his 
profession neither congenial nor 
lucrative, decided to come out to 
Hongkong, where he arrived early In 


“SEVENTH HEAVEN” 


Hongkong in those days was in 
every way the “Seventh Heaven" 
for an enterprising lawyer: for the

Pauncefote prospered In his pra 
tice here and speedily became known 
as one of the shrewdest inembers of 
the Icgal profession. At length, on 
May 13, 1865, he was appointed by 
the then Governor, Sir R. G. Mac- 
Donnell, as acting Attorney-General 
and a member of the Legislative 
Council. The appointment was 
temporary, but so well did he. carry 
out the duties-of the office that on 
July 21, 1866, he was designated as 
a permonent appointee, 


DID NOT HIT IT OFF 


In his capacity as  Attorney- 
General, it must De said that Paunce-~ 
fote did not get along any too well 
with the Chief Justice, Sir John 
Smule. The reasons were obvious. 
Sir John Smale was adamant in his 
stand against gambling, opium and 
vice, and was especially opposed 
to the first named, which he rightly 
considered ns the “hand-mnaiden of 
every conceivable brand of crime.” 
However, — regardless of Smale's 
efforts, gambling) was formally 
Heeneed by the Hongkong Govern- 
ment in 1867, and it Is probably truc 
that much of the success in passing 
this bit of Icgislation was due in no 
smull messure to the efforts of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, who was “stand- 
ing counsel to the licensees of the 
hambling establishments.” 


Sir Julian, however, was diploma- 
ue enough not to permit his stand 
on this questio:t to injure hint pollti- 
cally, and whilst Sir John Smale did 
not mince matters when it came to 
expresalng himself upon his opposi- 
tion to licensed gambling, the two 
men, after their preliminary bout of 
splenctile disugreement was aver, let 
the matter rest and It may be sald 
that thelr co-operation in affice wan 
on the whole quite harmonious. 


BECAME CHIEF JUSTICE 


On October 7, 1872, Sir Jullan 
was appointed acting Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and would In 
dite course have been sinted to 
assume the oflee permanently, had 
It not been ‘for the fuct that his stay 


in the Colonz,was fated shortly to}' 


terminnte with his appointment as 
Chicf Justice to the Leeward Islands, 

His nomination te this post was 
the first judielal appointment made 
under the Leoward Islands Act of 
1871, and was justly regarded by his 
cdllengues In tho legal fraternity as 
an extremely Important one;- for it 
meant that. Hongkong men were’ be-

The 
Governor, Sir Arthur E, Kennedy, 
occupied the chair and in proposing 
Sir Julian’s health said in part: 

Hongkong thougrh a young Colony, 
had sent forth many eminent men, 
and the last of them now was a 
Chief. Justice and this was not an 
honour lightly bestowed and judging 
from the numbers here to-night 
thely guest had not laboured in 
vain.” 

Earlier on the same day the Legis- 
lative Council pnssed a vote of 
thanks for his valuable 1ssistance 


to that body, and on December 4, 
he sailed for the Leeward Islands. 


SERIES OF PROMOTIONS 


From thence onward, the record 
of his. career is a steady series of 


promotions; for after his return to}. 
{England jn 1874, he became appoint- 


ed legal adviser to the Colonial 
OMee and, concurrently in 1876, act- 
ed in the same capacity for the 
Foreign OMce. 

At length, in 1882, he ‘was 
nominated Permanent Under-Scere- 


nv, | tary of State and_in_ 1885, served as, 


w Delete to the Suez Canal Inter- 
national Commission. 

His greatest appointment came jin 
1889, when he was designated by 
Lord Salisbury as British Minister 
.to Washington. For his efforts in 
settling the Bering Sea fishery dis- 
pute with the United States, Queen 
‘Victoria bestowed upon him the 
Grand Cross of the Bath. 


_ Later, in the momentous negotla- 
tions In regard to the question of th 
Venezuelan boundary, which brought 
England and the United States to 
the verge of war owing to the belli- 
cose attitude of President Cleveland, 
Sir Julian was to further distinguish 
himself. 


History records the successful 
settlement of the dispute, and much 
eredit is due to Sir Jullan,- whose 
calm and courteous attitude did 
much to avert an open breach be- 
{ween the two great English speak- 
ing nations, 


. DOYEN OF CORPS 


In 1893, when the British Legation 
at Washington was raised to the 
status of an Embassy, Sir Julian be- 
came Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary to the United States. 
His age (he was sixty-five at the 
time) made him the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps, - 


The eminent services of the aging 
diplomat were rewarded in 1809, by 
Her Majesty, who raised him ta the 
peerage, creating him Baron Pauncee 
fote of Preston. ae 

Sir Jullan did not Jong enfoy his 
title, and saddened by the passing: 
of the great Queen whom he had 
served so faithfully during the quar- 
ter century of hls diplomatic career, 
he did not. long ‘survive her, dying 
at Washington, May 26, 1002, 

Thus passed one of whom it can 
be justly sald: “Here was a man 
who made our tiny island the first 
stepping-stone to a career of meri- 
torlaus public service.” .
